True, it says ‘that 
the railway will come to Esquimalt, we bave 
allalong believed,” and * that it will come 
by way of Bute Inlet, we also believe ;"’ then 
why, we would ask, if that be the 
case, is all this labored effort put forth 
to- create doubts in the public mind 
on this very point, and why should 
pains be taken to_make the public believe 
that the telegram we published in reference

to the settlement of this question was a 
** bogus’? one? When it can oo longer call 
in question the fact that Esquimalt will be 
the terminus, it turns round. and says, we 
“knew that considerably more than a year 
ago,” and when further opposition bas be- 
come utterly futile, it informs its readers 
that ‘‘we have all along believed’? Esqui- 
malt would: be the terminus, and Bute Inlet 
the route. If this is not a cool admission, 
we know not what tocallit. No one than 
our contemporary better knows the utter ab- 
surdity of there being two termini on this 
coast for the same railway, aod yet that is 
the only ‘inference that can be drawn from 
what it says respecting E-quiwmalt being set- 
tled upon ‘as the ‘ true Pacific terminus.” 
If we can believe our cootemporary, there is 
to be a@ terminus at Burrard inlet, while the 
terminus is to be at Esquimalt. If such an 
arrangement could be made to work snti-fac- 
torily all reund, we should not be disposed 
to find fault with it; but the fact is that it 
is practically impracticable. It would ap- 
pear the choice lay between Burrard Inlet, 
by way of Howe Sound, and Esquimalt, by 
way of Bute Inlet, and the Dominion a) 
ernment bave decided in favor of the latter. 
The order has been issued to locate the line 
between Esquimalt and Seymour Narrows, 
and this may be understood as final and con- 


_ Clusive as to the particular route the railway 


will take. We doubt not several circum- 
stances have conspired to induce the -Do- 
minion Government to designate and deter- 
mine upon this route, First, the line, after 
it emerges through the Leather Head Pags 
and strikes British Columbia,will enter upon 
® Vast Open country, presenting no enginver- 
ing difficulties of a serious character until it 
reaches wittin a few miles of Bute Inlet; 
wheress, if it took a more soutberly direc- 
tion with a view to strikiog Burrard [olet, it 
would have to encounter almost insuperable 
obstacles nearly’ the entire route, and al- 
though in poiot of distance some few miles 
would: bed gained by taking that course, the 
difference in the cost of construction would 
more than justify the Government in running 
an unbroken live through to Esquimalt via 
Bute Inlet and Seymour Narrows. Secondly, 
the fect that Vancouver Island, throughout 
nearly its entire length, constitutes an almost 
unbroken coal field, whch alone will be worth 

es the coat of the road from the Nar- 
rows to E-quimalt, would alone be sufficient 


ts settle the question in favor of that route. |. 


Thirdly, there is no guarantee in the world 
that if Burrard Inlet were chesen, a connec- 
tion bet@een that point aod Nanaimo woul: 
be made by ferry, and thence by rail to Es- 
quimalt. Ta'a commercial point of view it 
would be impracticuble, the distance over 
which trains would have to be ferried, be- 
twe6u 30 and “6 miles, at all times and in all 
kinds of weather, being so great as to put 
any such scheme entirely out of the question, 
except as a dernier ressort. Fourthly, how- 
ever well disposed the Dominion Government 
might bave-beeo toward Burrard Inlet prior 
to the cession of San Juan Island to the 
Americans, the loss of that island to Great 
Britain gave the Americans complete com- 
mand of the waters connecting Fuca Straits 
with the Gulf of Georgia, and therefore com- 
pletely spoiled Burrard lolet’s chances of 
ever be.ng made the terminus of the railway 
and-commercial entrepol of tre Dominien on 
the Pacific. These are some of the ‘reasons 
which no doybt led to the choice of Bute In- 
let as the route for the railway, and we are 
sure their choice will be commended by every 
really unprejud¢ d and intelligent person 
who bas made-snis question a‘ matter of 
study. With reference to Mr. Langeviti’s 
-telegram that ‘nothing is settled yet,” we 
have only this to say: When called upon to 
give an explanation as to what be meant 
thereby, we have no doubt he will be pre- 
pared to give a satisfactory answer. We are 
neither bie spokesman nor apologist, and are 
therefore under no obligation to answer for 
him. We have the authority of an Order in 
Council for saying the question is settled, 
both as regards ths terminus and the route ; 
but if our contemporary cannot, or will not, 
believe it, it is quite weicome to enjoy its uao- 
belief and make the most of it. The work, 
however, will go along just as smoothly and

BASTERN STATES. 


Parsons, Kansas, July 2.—Another fearfu 
tornado in Leosna Co. struck pear Galesburg 
lust evening at 9:30 o’clock, a station on the 
Missouri, Kansas and Pacific Railroad, eleven 
milea from Parsons. The storm was a fear- 
ful one; the whole heavens were one sheet 
of flame, accompanied by a terrible storm ot 
wiod and rain, The tornado trom the south 
west first struck the house of Mr. Giddeons, 
balf # mile south of Galesburg, blowing it 
down and burying three children and Mrs 
Giddeons. The children were aged 14, 12 
and 10 years, and were instan:ly killed ; Mrs. 
Giddeous was seriously injured. The gale 
next struck Mr. Rogers’ house, west of the 
town, and it was blown down. He was 
badly iojared, bis wife fatally injured; the 
house was blown fifty yards away, Mr. 
Rhodes’ bouse was blown from its founda- 
tion. The tornado did not strike the town 
of Galesburg, but it ran io a narrow belt, 
sweeping everythiog ia its track,—bouses, 
fences, trees and crops. Ja Parsons three 
houses were struck by lightning, but no 
serious damage was done. Rain came down 
in perfect torrents, and much damage has 
been done to wheat and corn crops. 

Cairo, lil., July 2,—Some men belonging 
to a force at work ou the Mississippi Central 
Railroad exten-ien, six miles below Cairo, 
died last night from cholera. Several others 


are reported as dangerously ill from the dis-| 


ease. There are no eases of cholera in this 
city. 

Ciscinnati, July 2.—Ten deaths from chol- 
era bere to-day. 

Nasuvitte, July 2—Six deaths from. cbol- 
era bere to-day. No oew eases reported, 

Litrie Rock, Ark., July 2.—One fatal case 
sporadic cholera repottgd here to-day—the 
first case. 

Wasuinoton. June 27—Hon. J. K. Luttrell, 
Congressman elect from the Third California 
District, writes to Commissioner Smith of 
the Indian Bureau an ucceunt of bis recent 
visit to the scene of the Modoc war. He says 
he-has only deen able to arrive at one con- 
clusion io reference to it, viz., that it was 
caused by wroogfu! acts of California white 
men. He is intormed on what seems to him 
reliable autbority, that the Modocs were com- 
pelled to slaughter their horses for food on 
the Klamath reservation, and baving exhaust- 
ed their means of subsistetice, were then 
compelled to seck fishing and bunting 
grounds on tbeir old reservation on Lost 
‘river, Hepregretted to say that there never 
was a time sioce the organization of the 
Government when there was so much corrup- 
tion and swindling, not only upon the Gov- 
ernment and people, bat upon the Iodiana, as 
there is to-day being practiced on Indian re- 
serves on the Pacific coast. 

Wasuineton, July 2.—The Postmaster- 
Genera! to-day issued orders to take effect on 
the 10th inst., for discontinuiag the steam- 
ship mail service between Son Francisco and 
San Diego, the establishment of a daily mail 
service by railroad and stage between San 
Francisco and Los Anzelos having, in the 
judgment of the department, rendered such 
service unnecessary.

DBxtraordinary Scientific 
Discovery. 


A correspondent of the Dundee Advertiser 
writes as follows :—For some time the scien- 
tific world bas not been startled and rejoicei 
by any great discovery, but at the present 
moment we are on the eve of the publication 
of one of the greatest scientific discoveries of 
the present age. The happy man who bas 
struck ona new and rich vein, of sceintific 
truth comes from the Granite City, and is a 
very distinguisbed alumnus of the University 
of Aberdeen. Dr. Ferrier, who was some 
time ago appointed successor to Dr. Gay in 
the chair of forensic medicine in King’s Col- 
lege, London, bas just crowned the etudy of 
)eare by & most bappy and brilliant series of 
experiments. About month ago bis plans 
were so far complete that he was ready to be- 
gio bis experiments with the Easter boliduys. 
By the inv'tation of Dr. Crichton Brown he 
weut to Wakefield, and waeamply provided 
with cats, dogs, and other animals for bis ex- 
periments. The result actonisbed himself, 
apd it is not too much to say that during the 
last month more bas been discovered regard- 
ing the action of the brain than all the pre- 
ceding knowledge, Physiology is therefore 
gn the eve of an extraordinary advance. The 
modus operandiis new and ingenious. The 
auimal to be experimented on is first put uo- 
der chloroform. The next thing is to clear 
awny the skull and expose the brain. This, 
it will be understood, is a difficult and deli- 
cate operation, but is done, and the animal 
may live from three bours to four days. All 
‘bis bas been done often enough before, but 
the difficulty was to get some mode of rous- 
ing parts of the brain into activity without 
injuring the parts. Here Faraday comes in. 
Such is the way of scientific digcoveries— 
every step leads to the next. Without Simp- 
son and chloroform the operation could not 
bave been usefully attempted ; without Fara- 
day the operation might have been performed 
a thousand time without leading to any result. 
The process «mployad by Dr, Ferricr is what 
8 known as faracisiog. After uncovering 
the brain, be applies the point of an electrode 
to the conv: lutus of the brain. [tp effect is 
to excite tbe functional activity of that-part, 
and thereby to show what its real work is 
Oue of the first experiments disclosed the 
part that isemployed in waggiog the tail. 

| Sooo after, the centres engaged in supplying 
| tue limbs, the bead, &c., were discovered, 
sod aiready Dr, Ferrier bas succeeded in ai- 
most completing a map of the brain with all 





its organs, distinguished by the sure and 7 


rigorous test of experiment. Nothing could 
Surpass the interest of those experiments. On 
the table before you is the dog with its skull 
removed, All seems, but for the breathing 
aod Movement of the brain, an inert mas¢ 
of dead matter, The doctor ‘appii-s the el: - 
ctrode, and presently the tail begins t> wag. 
All else is motionless. Another teach, and 
'ts bead is erected, another aad its mouth 
Opeas. Again the magic wand twuches the 
brain, and the animal seems convalsed with 
fearandr ge, audon the experiments go. 
Once the divining rod has bern discovered, it 
‘8 Comparatively easy for an expert viscator to 
use it. This discovery, so simpie, once it is 
known, will effect almost «revolution in 
physiology. Hitherto it has been looked on 
a8 an axiom that you cannot experiment with 
tie brain—that it :s too near the seat of life to 
b> tampered with. Now experimeat ba: been 
\ntroduced into a region where we had recon- 
ciled ourselves toa vague and uncertain light 
of observation. There can be no doubt that 
we shall soon know the particular ‘nse of 
every convolution of the braio. It has been 
found out why considerable portions of the 
brain may be diseased without interfering 
With eanity, aod why . other slight lesions 
produce epilepsy. It has succeeded in artifi- 
cially producing epilepsy 10 @ dog. This is 
& most wonderful part of the discovery, and 
proves thetruth of the conjecture of Dr. 
Hewlings Jackson that epilepsy arises from a 
lesion between coavolations of the brain. Dr. 
Ferrier bas also found out the origio of chorea, 
or St Vitus’s dance, and has been able to 
make his animals show alt the symrtoms of 
the disease artifici.ll). He bas cai ged etanus 
aod other peculiar and difficult States of the 
Muscular system. Altogether the discovery 
Opens a new path in the treaiment of disease, 


aod cannot fail to produce the most important 
begefits,
